2) Please amend claim 20 as follows:

a base surface processor that approximates a spherically-shaped base surface; 

a volume selector that selects a volume of image data from a volume memory; 

a centerlines determiner that finds centerlines of vessels in the selected volume 

of image data: 

a best fitting surface process that draws a spherically shaped best fitted surface 
to the determined centerlines; 

a gridder that spreads a grid over the base surface, thereby gridding the sphere 
into pixels; 

a projector that projects a normal from each pixel; and 
an assigner that assigns each pixel a grayscale value based on grayscale value 
of voxels in the image data intersected by a corresponding normal.
